We expect that tho European colonies in 
Egypt will be most interested ia the last 
nientioned of these issues. Many of ns—per 
haps tou: many—are inclined to regard frontier 
incidents with fference, t+ ask no questions 
asto the political future of Egypt, to regard 
most forms of Egyptian Nationalism with’ 
imild amusement or bored acquiescence, and t 
concern ourselves only with the affairs of our 
particolar colony—and the condition of the 
share or cotton market. But we have alla 
certain interest in the Capitalations, which 
are, toall intents and Purposes, ourconstitution, 
and. no European will but listen with. interest 
to Lord Cromer’s proposals as given in his 
latest report.

| Lord Cronier complains —and with justice— 


that his proposals have been unfairly treated 
in being described as involving “the abolition 


, of the Capitulations.” They: should rather be 


‘ suid to constitute a “modification of the Capi- 
tulations” by which the British Empire takes 
the place of filteea different powers. 

What then are these proposals? We have 
not the space to give them jin fall, but we can 
give at least « suromary which will show how 
they affect the average Europeam resident of 
Egypt for whose benefit they have been made. 
1. Should Lord Cromer’s proposals be accepted, 

instead of legislation by diplomacy in all 

matters regarding European residents in 

Ezypt we shall Lave legislation by a local 

Council composed entirely of Europeans, 

and subject to the British and Exyptian 

Governments. No law now requiring the 

consent of the powers can come inty force 

until it has been accépted by @ majority of 
the. Cuuncil and approved by the abyve 
mentioned Government. 

2. Europeans shall be deprived of no right or 
privelege which they now enjoy under the 
Capitulations “without any adequa-e guar- 
antee being given against the recurrence of 
the abuses against which their rights and 
privileges were intended to guard.” 

8. The Mixed Courts will ‘to all intents and 
purposes continue to exist ullder a legal 
obligation, to administer laws. passed by the 
European Lagislative Council aud approved 
by the British and Egyptian Governinents. 
Their, internationalism is affirmed . and 
a threefold guarantee is offered that there 
shall be no break in the continuity of the 
codes which they administer These guarantees 
are : firstly, a proposed declaration. of the 
British and Egyptian Governments, second- 
ly, the international character of the cuuncil, 
and thirdly, doubttul qeebtioas to be referred 
to the Hegue ‘Tribunal. 

4. The rights of E ropeans accused on criminal 
charges are secured by a serivs of guaranteds 
which will ensure that the'future European 
Criminal Courts will “administer justice in 
& manner at least as satisfactory” as that of 
the Consular Courts. 

5. Domiciliary visits will not be permitted. 
without the authorization of a magistrate 
who is the subject of « treaty power and ths 


4 subject of a treaty power, “In other words 

when a domiciliary visit is effected in tho 

house of an Englishman, a Freschman, or 6 

German, resident in Cairo or Alexandria, 

the process will be similar to that which 

would have taken place in London, Paris, of 

Berlin, with the exception that the agents 

employed in carrying on the séaroh iustead 

of being Englishmen, Frenchmen, or Germans 
may be of some other natiunality.”. ~ 

6. In all cases of arrest a Earopean will have 
the right to be atonce liberated on bail or to: 
be brought belore a European magistrate! 
within 24 hours of his arrest. 

Tato.the question of the composition of the 
Council we cannot now go. It is impurtant and 
interesting, but far wore important is ord 
Cromer’s note (p 11) on the duration of the 
British Occupation of Egypt, Hero we have 
the guarantee that the new syatew, if adopted, 
well not benullifed by reasoa of any sudden 
reversalof British policy,—"“thé question of the 
‘duration of the occupation is left to woe 
discretion of the British Government. It will 4 
last as long as that Government considers + 
itnecessary in the interests of all concerned, 
in the welfare and good goverument of Egypt”...
